under the ehadow of the main building on the
sonth side of the Federal etreet gate. Accosting
the sentry he asked, “*What is that man dolng
there " Bearce had the words passed hie lips
ere the fellow wns noticed to give n signal to
some ove inslde by means of a cord, and then
dnsh off around the house, and there being
joined by two others, all three cuat across the
parade ground and by means of two stools
placed againet the wall mounted it.

Two succeeded in gen.lnglamr and escaping,
vut o sentry arrived just In time to capture the
third. The fellow was justabout jumping down
when the sentry, pointing his piece at him,
threatened to fire, With a sort of spasmodic
sction tbe thief ran his hand behind him for his
pistol, but on second thought concluded that he
wonld rather suffer carmm than have a musket
ball put through his misrable carcass. Descend-
ing he was at once taken in charn.i? and placed
in the guard house, a careful wate ept
over him. :

The other two having ontirely ﬂimapom‘ed.
the chase of them was given up, and an exami-
nation started. ret It was found that the
front door of the commandant's building fhad
been fastened by means of two gimlets run in
on eitber eide, in order to prrzvent. ingress from
that quarter of the yard. e lock of the door
jending to the paymaster's oflice, was found
foreed, and the Lillie's safe, we!;ihing over a
wn, was found to have been rolled outand
moved to the rear of the hallway.

Here two of the thieves had braced it to the
wall, and by means of burglar's tools;had bored
two holes in it about three inchés deep, each:
thus far had they got when they were notified
of their danger [v the one who was watchinE
outside. The snfe this morning was moved bac
o its oriliglnal position, the work reqniring the
united eflort of 12 men. How the thieves, three
ouly in pumber, managed to first move it Is
someéwhat of a mystery. The surroundings
show that a plece of iron found in the cellar
hnd first been used and broke; pieces of cord
wood were then substituted and found to
answer the purpose. The fact of three
men being able to move such a weight with such
help, only shows what strength desperation
Jends to & man, How the fellows entered is not
positively known, but the main supposition is
that, coming in as visitors during yesterday,
ihey managed to secrete themselves in the
celinr of the bullding, and there rémained until
after midnight, when they commenced opera-
tions. This they could readily have done, as the
cellar is but little used except when whitewash-
ing ie being done at the yard, the lime belng
slacked and mixed therein. So hastened was
the flight that they left all their tools be-
hind them. The ‘“kit,” as the detectives
term the lot, is the flnest seen in thie city for
some time past. The drill is of highly-polished
steel and a powerful and effective instrument.
The "“jimmy" is a solid plece of steel about an
inch in thickness and three feet in length, with
a curve of about four inches, being one of the
finest we have ever seen. They were also pro-
vided with a dark lantern, bits in abundance,
and all the other articles requisite for safe
opening. Their shrewdness and know-
ledge of the place and of their business
were shown in the fact that they carried
with them no powder, they relying solely on firat
drilling, and then, by means of the "jimmy,"
forcing the door of the safe. To-day is pay-day
at the Navy Yard, and yesterday there was for-
warded to the paymaster a check for 200,000,
but on account of some delay the greenbacks
were not drawn therefor, The thief who is
captured Is a stranger, but whether the others
are or not is not at present ascertainable. Be
that as it may, however, the fact is patent that
the fellows were well posted as to the proper
time to attack the safe, althouch, owing to the
nnnsual delay above mentioned, even had they
succeeded in foreing it they wounld have got
nothing. 2

ew York. On his person was found a ticket
from Utica to New York, via Rochester, a
iady's gold watch and chain, and a gold lead
pencil.

ing the afternoon at Hall, when the former pro-

enred a small boat and took the ladies ous for a pull
round the bay. They had been out but a short time
when Mr. McLaoghlin complained of a bad feeling
in the head, and requested the ladies,who were both
accustomed to boat salling, te take the oars, which
they did, scnlling the boat for a comsiderable «dis-
tance ; Mr. McLanghlin in the meantime sitting in
the stern.  Ina few moments he swooned and fell
hackwards into the water, which at that polnt was
some forty fathoms deep. Mrs. Trimble immedi-
ately ju ped to his rescue, and a3 he came to the
surface threw him an oar, which he was unable to
notice, as he presented a livid appearance, and was
apparently in a drowning condition, Discovering
his helpless state, and appreciating the Importance
of quick work, Mrs, Trimble, who had a slight know-
ledge of the art of swimming, sprang from the boat
into the water, a distance of some 81X or seven feet,
and succeaded in olasping Mr. MecLaughlin around
the body with her lefs arm, keeping him and herself
at the surface about elght or ten minates, and until
the arrival of & boat containing two soldiers from

Fort Warren, who took the drowning man into their

hoat, the heroic lady refusing to be taken in until

after he was securedl.

SHOCKING SUICIDE.

At noon to-day the city was shocked by the intel-
ligence of the sulcide of one of our oldest and most
suscessful pusiness men, Mr, Alexander M. Utter,
of the firm of Jacobus & Utter, leather dealers, of
No. 100 Market street.  For some thirty-filve years
Mesgrs, Jacobus & Utter have been engaged in busi-
ness In this city, and in thattime had been unnsaally
successful, Mr. Utter was a gentleman of the higheat
standing in his business relations and otherwise, and
always won the kind consideration of all with whom
he came in contact.

Abount 12 o'ciook Mr. Jacobus, his partner, went
up to the head of the stairs in the fourth story of the
establishment, and seeing Mr, Utter reclining be-
hind a bulkhead about four feet high, against the
rafling of the stalrs, 2ald:—"Come, Aleck, It s 12
o'clock,” and descended the stairs. Ellciting no
reply, and thinking that perhaps Mr. Utter was

eep upon the pile of leather behind the bulk.
head, he retraced his steps, and beheld a stf{ht. which
riveted him to the spot—the body ol his partner
cold in death, with a rope around his neck, which
was fastened by a knotin a crack In the huikhoa:l.
which had at some time been a door, Sereaming for
afd, he cut the fatal cord.

The anfortunate man must have died anexern-
clatingly painful death, by slow strangulation. The
rope was about three feet in length. He evidently
adﬁ'gswl the rope aronnd his neck, tied a knot in the
end of a rope which he forced down & crack in the
bhalkhead, and then deliberately settled down upon
the pile of leather, When found his tongue was
erolrudl from his mouth, and his face was fright-

lly discolored, Mr, Jacobuos, between whom and
deceased the most fﬂandly relations have existed
gince they entered into partnership, could give no
canse for the rash act. He was free from debt,worth
£60,000, and their business wad golng on succesafally.
